As there still seoms to be some misappra- 
hension about the coal mines at Keelung, 
Formosa, 8 few lines from one who has _re- 
cently seen them may be useful.

The great difficulty: to contend with ot 
the minesis the coolie Iabour, which oan- 
not be depended on, especially if the 
mondarin in charge of the mine does not 
happen to be himself on the spot, On the 
occasion of my visit, which happened on'a 
Monday, although preparations had been 
made on the Saturday to commence early 
on the Monday morning, there wero no 
screeners and other workmen in some com- 
partments there atoll at 6.30.40. Even 
whon the hewers of coal below are paid ten 


cents, or, say; fivepence for each tub of coal | gy 


they pick, when miners at home only ro- 
ceive fourpence at the outside, they will 
only pick three tubs, or thirty cents a day, 
ant: remain idle till four ».m., when they 
are permitted to ascend. This looks as 
though they only received thia money, 
thirty cents a day, for whatever work thoy 
imay do, the payment of them being loft in 
Chineso hands, From what I saw of the 
mino, and the information I'could gother, 
I should say that the payment of the coolies

These 
the Chinamen had first, worked up the rise, 
then down to the dip and below the water 
level for come distance, but as they. had no 
plans of how far these workings extended, 
aud .ag they became fall. of water, it was 
deemed expedient by the Government 
engineer to prohibit them, es it was un- 
certain whon this large body of water might 
burst into the Government. mine, and so 
perhaps cause a large loss of life.. It waa 
these that were stopped by order of the 
mandarin, under the strongest. representa. 
tions of the mining engineer, which caused 
the misapprehension about the mines being 
stopped.
